KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oot.. T.—The most in- 


tense excitement prevails liere over tho 
attempted robbery oi' the regular east-bound 
express train on tho Atcliison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railway at Coolulse, Kan., shortly 
utter Lwo o'clock Satufday morning. Tho 
robbery was tho work of three men, who 
made an attack upon the train just as it was 
about to put out from the station. Con- 
ductor Greeley had called out "all aboard," 
,vhoti two men jumped upon tHeengtao with 
drawn revolvers and ordered the engineer, 
John R, Hilton, to pull out, instead oJ doing 
this he reversed the engine, when one of the 
men shot him through the heart, killing 
him instantly. At the same time the second 
robber sliot George Fadille, the fireman, 
through the back, and he fell from the cab 
into the gutter. At almost exactly the same 
time tho third member of tho gang jumped 
into the express-car and fired point blank at 
S. S. Patterson, express messenger for 
•Wells, Fargo & Co., who was reclining par- 
tinlly asleep on a bed of blankets spread 
out upoiC.hls sMe. Fortunately tho bullet 
went wide of its mark, and Patterson 
sprang to his root and returned the fire, 
finally succeeding In driving the robber from 
tho cur. Passengers came to the nss'.stanco 
of the train-men, but, owing to the darkness, 
the robbers succeeded in making their es- 
cape, empty-handed, however. 


The most intense excitement prevailed 


among the passengers wlieu the robbery be- 
came known throughout the train, and dis- 
patches wore sent'"to Las Anlmas, Podgo 
City, and other points for assistance, while 
the dead engineer rind wounded fireman 
were taken into the sleeping-car and prop- 
erly cared for. A special train left Dodge 
City at once for tho scene with a posse of 
armed men under charge ot tho Marshal, 
and

were captured, who are thoiwlit to be tho 
attempted train-robbers. They wero taken 
to Dodge City by special train, under a 
heavy guard, and have been placed hi jail, 
but tho excitement there Is so intense that 
tho men will probably be removed to some 
other point during the night. In the ox- 
press safe at the time of the attempted rob- 
bery was between 540,000 and 550,000, and 
but for tho fight made by Patterson the rob- 
bers would probably huvo made a big haul, 
ad before he drove the man from his car the 
men in the engbio had things their own 
way. 
Tho plucky express messenger tells the 


following story: 
"When tho train stopped at Coolidgo,! put 


off some railroad mail which I 'had, and 
thero being no express to put off and no 
further work for me to do, 1 laid down on 
my box just in front of tho side door, on 
the side of the car next to the depot. After 
lying down for a few minutes I dropped off 
into a doze. The pistol lay where I. could 
easily lay hands upon it. It was about time 
for the train to start, when I heard the 
words: 
'Come 
out 
of. 
there, 


yon 
1' 
1 
This 
woke 


me up, and 1 afterwards learned that the 
remark was made by Conductor Greeley to 
n mau whom he noticed getting into tho car. 
When 1 awoke I naturally glanced down tho 
car, and I saw standing within four feet ot 
mo a man'with a pistol in his hand. I was 
lying with my head toward the front end ot 
the car, and the man was standing uoar my 
feet. I did not say a word. In fact, I did 
not have time to speak before he covered 
me with the revolver and fired. The bul- 
let went over my head, and I could 
feel tho fire] burning over my face. 
The 


man then fired a shot out of tlio doorway at 
iho conductor. Fortunately, I was com- 
pletely selt-posscssod, and when ho fired I 
realized that a train-robbery was going on. 
With the hope of making tho robber believe 
that he had killed me, I unclasped ray 
hauds, which were folded ou my bosom, 
and allowed them to fall at my side. My 
riglit hand fell 
on the muzzle of my re- 


volver, and realizing that it would never do 
to allow tho robber to see that I was 
about to defend myself, 1 worked my hand 
slowly into position until I had hold of tho 
pistol with my hand on the trigger. Tho 
robber did not notice tills maneuver, be- 
cause it was quite dark !n the part of the 
car where I lay. Meantime the man was 
working his way toward tho rear of the car, 
evidently supposing that he had finished me, 
and Intended to kill tho baggageman or any- 
one else who got iu Iris way. As soon as I 
got hold of my pistol I sprang into a sitting 
posture and fired nt the robber. I jumped 
up then and walked toward the man. Ho 
raised his revolver as If to shoot again, but 
it went off prematurely, the ball hitting the 
roof of tho car. 
When I shot at him a 


part of his body was behind a stove. I 
aimed at his abdomen, and I believe that 
my ball took effect. 
About this time I saw 


another man who proved to be the 'pal' of 
the first trying to climb in at the side door. 
Nolwxme'r had I fired, however, than ho 
disappeared, and tho man I shot at jumped 
out on .tho platform from thu rear side door. 
That was the last I saw of tlio robbers. I 
calculated that they would come up to 
tlio front side door, and seizing some freight 
I barricaded the door so as to protect my- 
self and the property which had been in- 
trusted to my care."

FATAL EXPLOSION. 


BUFFALO, N. T., Oct. 1.—At 
eight 


o'clock Saturday night tho starboard toiler 
ot the Commercial Liuo propeller Colorado 
exploded about six miles above here. The 
boat lett tlio Lackawanna dook a half hour 
before Cor Chicago. Captain C. M. Fellows 
was or. tho watch and was standing in front 
of the pilot-house. Tho force of the explo- 
sion expended Itseli upward, and all tho 
upper works lift of the cabin were demol- 
ished. It is impossible to tell just how 
badly the propeller is damaged. The tug 
Mary Griffin was in the lake within a quar- 
ter of a, mile of the boat when tho disaster 
occurred. Siio went to her and called an- 
other tug. Tbo Griffin towed her into the 
Lackawanna Slip, and help was sent for. 


As soon as an examination could bo made 


It was found that tho explosion had resulted 
in tho loss of several lives and terrible 
injury. A porter named Daniel Ellis could 
not be found, and was undoubtedly thrown 
olt the boat. A deck hand named James 
Farrell is also missing. 
He shipped at 


Chicago on the Colorado's last trip down. 
Thomas Level, first engineer, and Alexan- 
der liushlow, second engineer, who were in 
tlio engine-room, wero badly hurt and 
scalded. Henry Allen, a deck-hand, was so 
terribly burned nnd injured that he died 
just atter being removed from the boat. 
Patrick Kanser, Henry Ackert, Fred Smith 
and Christian Kudolph, all deck-hands, 
were injured, some of them very severely. 
These deck-hands were on the upper deck 
at tho time engaged In hauling up the fend- 
era.

The following article conccruicg tho 


wonderful performance of flon. J. I- 
Case's wonderful (rotter will] be of inter- 
set to tho readers of the Gazette: 


Coming to the greatest performance of 


the trotting age, the horse racing enthu- 
siast found ample enjoyment, oven when 
the greatest ot all five-year-olds, Jay Eye 
See, made a mile in 2:20 preparatory- to 
his battle with Father Time, but on his 
scoring 2:10% tho excitement of all pres- 
ent was indescribable. On seeing him 
trot at the Spring meetang of tbo Gentle- 
men's Driving association, New York, in 


, then at Albany in '2:16%, at Clove- 


land, in 2:luj^, at Rochester in 2:14, 
and 


at Hartford in 2:li;-<, I entertained very 
little doubt that he would prove the fu- 
ture king of tho turf, but I was not 
pre- 


pared to see him so suddenly dethrone 
St.Julien, and give Maud S. notice to ab- 
dicate or prepare to meet mm—2:10>'.-i' at 
five years old beating St. Juhen's best 
record of 2:11^, made when eleven years 
old, and within half a seo ud of jitand 
S.' unbeaten record, made when aho was 
seven years old. 


But to show tho scythe bearer was so 


badly beaten. The ceremony of weigh- 
ing having boen gone through, Bither 
scored Jay Eye Seo onco or twice in the 
middle of the track, and then brought 
him up close to the pole, giving tho sig- 
nal that he was ready for the word, which' 
was given, and a hankerchiof dropped at 
the same time to let tlio timer, stationed 
at the half-mile pole, know when to start 
his watch..
